What li Means When the Operator An- 


nounces "Line Busy.'' 


It is e isi»r for an operator to estab- 


lish a connect ion than reply. ''Line 
!iu-,y." Hi-collection of this simple fact 
may perhaps smooth out the asperities 
of a state of miml evoked by a hasty 
roaclu^ion that the operator simply is 
shirking. Follow a call into the main 
•••xchanw. for example. 
You ask for 


a certain number. 
The operator im 


•y.edintcly informs you the Hue is busy. 
How does she know? Simply by a lit- 
tle admonitory click in the receher 
v'hen she tries to "plug in" oa the 
liny asked for. She cannot tell you 
v.-ho is talking oa the line, how iou.^ it 
has been in use or how Ions it is likely 
to be "busy." All the information she 
possesses is a click, but it is sufficient 
to advise lier that some one of the 130 
other operators in fhe exchange had a 
prior call from or to that number. 
Had the line been clear the effort to 
complete the connection would have 
been no greater than that required to 
get the click; hence the task of inform- 
ing a caller that the line is busy is just 
so much extra labor—in fact, it in- 
volves a double burden, as the snb- 
srriber will usually repeat the call un- 
til he Is able to transact his business. 
Obviously, therefore, the desire of the 
operator is to establish the connection 
when it is first called for. She has n:> 
motive in doing otherwise.—Telephone 
Talk. 


Ducking the Scold In Old Times. 
The last instance of curing scolds by 


ducking them carried out in England 
was in 1801 at Kingston-on-Thames. 
A contemporary newspaper records 
such an event in 1745: "Last week a 
woman that keeps the Queen's Head 
ale house at Kingston, in Surrey, was 
ordered by the court to be ducked for 
scolding and wag accordingly placed 
in the chair and ducked in the river 
Tb.'iuies under Kingston bridge in the 
presence of 2.000 or 3.000 people." In 
Queen Elizabeth's time ducking was 
the universal punishment for scolds, 
and it appears that each town had 
then at least one of these penitential 
chairs iu ordinary use. Dr. Johnson 
onre said to Mrs. Knovrles. "Madam, 
we have different modes of restraining 
evils—stocks for the men. a ducking 
stool for -women and a pound for 
beasts."—Westminster Gazette.

SALTED HAY. 


It Is Both Wholesome and Palatable to 


the Animals. 


Why it is advisable to salt hay and 


how much salt to use are. according to 
a German authority, as follows: 


"Usually salt is only sprinkled on 


hay when it has been wet with rain 
or'is of a poor quality. Nevertheless it 
may also be recommended for good 
hay, even clover and meadow hay. 
Tlie salt will mainly help to keep the 
leaves of clover and sainfoin hay from 
fallimr off through its preventing it 
from becoming too dry. 


"Furthermore, the salting will make 


it more wlnik-some and p-ilatable to 
the animals.

f.-ir!!V-;-* also salt their best hay. e«pe- 
' ially because the kcopiv.g quality "f 
the hay is increased. The bay salted 
with 1 p'-r cent salt is eaten by cattle 
r.nd hoives \vith pleasure, which N ex- 
plained by the fact that animals which 
are fed a ration rich in potash ha'-e a 
natural «-ravinc for salt in order to 
keep their blood provided with Ihe 
needwl chloron and soda which other- 
wise are lost by the assimilation «f 
potash.
